No. 51.—Notes on the Rainfall and General Weather Conditions in Western Australia 
during January, February, and March, 1956. 


January. 

Pressure and Wind.—The month opened with north-easterly winds flowing into a low pressure 
trough off the west coast and bringing tropical air to the southern parts of the State. As the 
trough moved inland the following anticyclone brought south-westerlies to the southern districts 
and gouth-easterlies to the remainder of the State. The south-westerlies gradually backed to 
easterlies, which prevailed south of the tropics for the first three weeks. 


A low pressure area covered the tropics for much of the time, and on the 17th a tropical cyclone 
was located about 250 miles north-west of Broome. ‘This moved away in a south-westerly direc- 
tion and finally dissipated in the Indian Ocean west of Carnarvon. Another cyclone was located 
about 600 miles north-west of Broome on the 28th. It moved slowly south-westward and was 
situated approximately 400 miles north of Onslow at the end of the month. While these dis- 
turbances were off the north-west coast, north-easterlies prevailed in most of the State. 


_Temperature.—The north-easterly air stream over the State during much of the month caused 
high temperatures in most places, although there was a cooler period in the middle of the month 
when temperatures were mainly below normal. 

In the tropics many places recorded 100 degrees or more on most days, though none of them 
exceeded the century on all days. In the northern sub-tropics it was exceeded on approximately 
two days out of three, and even as far south as York and Northam on more than half of the period. 

The highest was 119 degrees at Hamelin Pool on the 28th, and the lowest 40 degrees at Bridge- 
town on the 15th. The temperature of 119 degrees at Hamelin Pool is the highest on record for 
that centre, and the highest recorded in the State for many years. 


Rainfall.—In the tropics there were a few moderately good falls of rain, but totals for the 
month were below normal at.all centres, due largely to the failure. of either of the cyclones to cross 
the coast. 

In the northern sub-tropics there were one or two isolated moderate falls, but at most centres 
there was no rain. In the southern divisions there were a few scattered light falls in the first 
half of the month, but they were not heavy enough to be of much value, or to cause damage. 
Totals were below normal throughout the State, and in most places no rain was received. 


Metropolitan.—No rain was received during this month, for the first time since 1911, and 
the highest wind was a gust of 45 m.p.h. on the 9th. . ; 


"The outstanding feature of the weather was the unprecedented heat wave towards the end 
of the month, when the maximum exceeded 90 degrees :on 12 consecutive days, and exceeded 
100 degrees on nine of them. The mean maximum during this period was 101-4 degrees. 


The month also opened with a maximnm temperature of 101-2d egrees on the Ist, so that there 
were ten days over 100 degrees.dtiting the month. The mean maximum of 90-5 degrees was 
the highest on record for January. The lowest temperature recorded was 49.4 degrees on.the 2nd. 


February. : 

- Pressure and Wind.—Two tropical’ ¢yclones were identified during the month. The first 
did not cross the coast, but moved south-west from a point north of Broome and dissipated 100 
miles west of Carnarvon on the 8th after being active for a week. : 


The second crossed the coast near Broome on the 18th and rapidly moved inland, reaching. 
a point almost mid-way between Alice Springs and Daly Waters, by the 20th. Z 


Charts of the 26th showed that this cyclone was recurving and by the 27th crossed the coast, 
a second time, near Broome. By the end of the month it was located 50 mailes north of Roebourne, 
and the M.V. ‘“‘ Kybra,” then near its centre, recorded an average wind of 50 knots. 


Mainly west-north-west winds, reaching gale force at times, prevailed in the Kimberleys 
as a result of these disturbances, while in the remainder of the tropics, easterlies predominated. 
Elsewhere in the State wind direction has been more variable than would normally be expected 
and was more representative of the change of season than the hottest month of the year. 


Rainfall—While heavy falls were recorded almost daily in the tropics, rain in the remainder 
of the State was light and fell mainly on the last day. 


Falls were heaviest in the West Kimberley, where two stations, Mt. House and Leopold, 
recorded more than 19 inches. Other Kimberley stations where totals were high were Turner 
and Ord Rivers, Bedford, Fossil Downs, Blina, Calwyn, Yordah, Quanbun, Sunday Island, and 
Frazer River, where more than nine inches was recorded, while more than 15 inches fell at Gibb 
River, Tableland, Mornington, and Mt. Hart. 


Most stations in the De Grey recorded more than their average. Ten and a half inches were 
registered at Port Hedland, but in the Fortescue falls were much lighter, few places recording 
more than two inches. In the remainder of the State totals were below average, falls were light, 
and only at a few stations did totals exceed 30 points. 
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Temperature.—Although at most stations in the southern half of the State more days were 
above normal than below, maxima were not excessive and were generally lower than those ex- 
perienced last month. The extreme of 117 degrees was recorded at Leonora on the 27th. 


Heavy rain resulted in temperatures in the northern tropics being lower than normal, while 
in the southern areas they were about normal. 


On the 23rd 37 degrees was recorded at Bridgetown. It was the lowest minimum so far 
this year. 


Metropolitan.—Although light showers had fallen in the suburbs earlier in the month, none 
was recorded at the Bureau until the 29th. This fall, five points, brought to an end Perth’s dry 
spell of 61 rainless days, the longest dry period since 1936, when there was a similar one. 


Maximum temperatures in Perth averaged 86-7 degrees (1-4 degrees above normal), while 
the average minimum was 1-0 degree above the normal of 64-6 degrees. 


The highest wind gust was 35 m.p.h. from the east-north-east on the 4th and 6th. 


March. 

Pressure and Wind.—The outstanding feature of the month’s weather was the tropical cyclone 
which moved parallel with the coast from a position about 50 miles north of Roebourne on the 
1st to about 50 miles west of Perth on the 4th. At first the storm travelled only at about five 
m.p.h., but as it came further south it speeded up and weakened. On the same afternoon, as 
it passed Perth, it moved inland across the lower South-West Division and out to sea again into 
the Southern Ocean, finally moving away south of Tasmania. As it moved down the coast it 
caused damage at various centres. At Onslow the wind reached 94 m.p.h., the roadway along 
the waterfront was washed out and the aerodrome was under water. 


At Carnarvon dust storms reduced visibility almost to nil and banana plantations were 
damaged. Many small craft were blown ashore at Geraldton and a grain freighter, the “ Cape 
St. David,” was badly damaged along one side where she was pounded against the wharf, from 
which the ship tore away the heavy timber whaling pieces and gouged holes four feet deep in the 
reinforced concrete. Several fishing boats were lost at the Abrolhos Islands. 


At Perth and Rottnest a number of small craft were blown ashore, there was minor structural 
damage to buildings, fences, etc., were blown down and the wind was about the same as in a 
normal winter storm. Further south little damage occurred. 


Towards the end of the month another cyclone, which formed over the Gulf of Carpentaria, 
moved towards the Kimberleys, but turned southward and weakened over the Northern Ter- 
ritory without affecting Western Australia. 


Rainfall.—In the Kimberleys the cyclone produced scattered light to moderate falls as it 
moved away, but totals at all centres were below the normal for the month. 


Good falls were received in the De Grey, Fortescue, and West Gascoyne, but in both the 
De Grey and Fortescue there were also centres which received less than the normal March total. 

In the South Coastal and Central Coastal districts of the South-West Division rainfall was 
above normal, but in the remainder of the Division and in most other places in the southern half 
of the State totals were below normal. At a few places in the agricultural areas and in the South- 
Eastern Division no rain was recorded. 


Temperature.—On the whole, temperatures were a little above normal, The first three days 
were hot south of the tropics due to the air of tropical origin flowing southward round the cyclone 
and a number of places in the South-West Division recorded temperatures of 100 degrees or more 
on two days of these three. 


There was a marked change on the 4th, and on this day the maximum at Donnybrook and 
Bridgetown was 37 degrees below that of the previous day. 


In the remainder of the month temperatures were not outstanding, though at Mundiwindi 
they exceeded the century on 15 consecutive days. Marble Bar reached or exceeded the century 
on all days after the 11th. 


The highest in the State was 108 degrees at Warburton Range on the 6th and Anna Plains 
on the 25th, and the lowest 41 degrees at Bridgetown on the 14th. 


Metropolitan.—In Perth temperatures exceeded the century on the 2nd and 3rd, and again on 
the 26th, when the highest for the month, 102-5 degrees, was recorded. This was 20-7 degrees 
above the normal for the month. The lowest temperature, 52-6 degrees on the 7th, was 8-8 
degrees below normal. 


The highest wind for the month was recorded as the cyclone passed Perth on the afternoon 
of the 4th. Gusts from the north reached 60 m.p.h. on several occasions between 2-45 and 3 p.m. 
After this the wind backed to north-west and decreased, and backed west-south-west after 6 p.m. 
as the centre moved inland. 


Rain totalled 117 points, 114 of this being received from the cyclone.
